City told to fence in old dump near Wick Elementary School

A $1 million plus environ- 
mental cleanup of an old 
dump site adjacent to Wick El- 
ementary School is being 
planned by the Michigan De- 
partment of Natural Re- 
sources (DNR), Mayor Beverly 
McAnally announced Monday 
night. 

McAnally also revealed that 
the DNR is asking the city to 
secure part of the massive 118- 
acre dump site with an eight- 
foot high chain link fence to 
keep children and other per-

Angry local foster parents 
have called a public rally Fri- 
day morning to inform citizens 
that the daily rate payments 
for the children in their care 
are to be cut from about $7.70 
to $5 per day per child. 

The rally is slated for 9 a.m. 
Friday at the Michigan Plaza 
Building in Detroit. 

Karen Harris of Romulus, 
spokesperson for the various 
foster care parents, said the 
rally has been called to alert 
the public to the rate reduc 
tions in hope that the informa- 
tional session can avert a 
strike by the affected parents. 

Harris said the average fos 
ter care household has two to 
four children. 

Several years ago a strike 
lasted three to five months 
when foster parents had their 
rates cut. Ultimately the par- 
ents were repaid, Harris said, 
and the strike ended. 

“We just fail to understand 
when cuts have to be made, 
why we the service providers 
are the ones primarily im- 
pacted,” Harris said. “We did a 
quick analysis and found we 
are paid only 50 cents an hour 
for providing such a critical 
service. 

“If we didn’t take on such a 
positive role in these chil 
dren’s lives, I don’t know 
where they would end up,” 
Harris said.

sons out of the contaminated 
area. 

It is not known how much of 
the old dump will be required 
to be fenced, but if the entire 
site is closed in it reportedly 
would take three miles of fenc- 
ing costing tens of thousands of 
dollars. 

Both McAnally and Jane 
Downing, the city community 
development director, stated 
the clean-up project is just one 
of the city’s potential environ- 
mental nightmares that they 
were talking about when the 
city was seeking approval of a 


one mill environmental mill- 
age. The voters heavily re- 
jected the millage request 
earlier this year. 

McAnally said the city will 
not pay for any of the environ- 
mental clean-up costs, despite 
the fact that it currently owns 
some of the affected property, 
which it took over years ago for 
non-payment of taxes. 

Downing said a minimum of 
200 contaminated barrels have 
already been spotted by early 
DNR inspection teams. But it 
is estimated, she said, that an- 
other 1,000 of the same style 


barrels could be buried at the 
old dump site. 

McAnally said the DNR may 
ask the EPA to pick up all or a 
major part of the clean-up 
costs, since the expenses at the 
project site “dwarfs DNR’s 
ability” to fund such an effort. 

McAnally, on the advice of 
Assistant City Attorney Stuart 
Trager, told the council that 
four concerns needed to be 
worked out prior to the fence 
installation. 

They include: 

• a determination by the 
DNR of the specific areas that

Slee, assistant superintendent 
of employee services, said 
there is no intention to transfer 
any art teacher to Taft- 
Galloway.

Councilman 

may sue critic

The angry battle between 
Councilman Jimmie Raspbe- 
rry and former council candi- 
date Gwen Sibert resurfaced 
Monday night, as Sibert 
claimed she could find little 
evidence Raspberry ever ob- 
tained official city permits af- 
ter buying a house several 
years ago. 

Sibert said she had checked 
city hall records and found 
only one permit. 

Then, she stated emphat- 
ically, “I feel as a woman and a 
mother you owe me an 
apology!” 

At an earlier meeting Rasp- 
berry had claimed the reverse, 
that Sibert owed him an apol- 
ogy for invading his privacy. At 
that time Sibert said she was 
not accusing Raspberry of any- 
thing, but wanted to know if he 
felt it was a conflict of interest 
that he bought a home from 
Best Way Co. 

Best Way Co. is linked to 
current Environmental Dis- 
posal Services President Dou- 
glas Wicklund. Raspberry 
never revealed what he paid 
for the home, but said it has 
become a “white elephant” 
and has cost him more than 
$30,000 since he purchased it. 

During Monday night’s ex- 
change Raspberry first stated 
quietly, “I’m glad she is a wo- 
man.” 

After a brief pause, he 
erupted by stating in a much 
louder tone of voice, “It’s none 
of your damn business.” 

As in the previous meeting, 
Acting Mayor pro tern Ran-

dolph Gear ordered Raspberry 
to stop with such comments, 
stating “no abusive language 
should be used here.” 

Raspberry said if Sibert 
continued her current line of 
action, he would sue her in the 
courts for an invasion of 
privacy. 

Just prior to this outburst, 
Sibert also complained that 
Raspberry had used his “se- 
niority on the council” to work 
against a city backed environ- 
mental millage referendum by 
passing out flyers against the 
millage at the polls. 

Before and after the Sibert- 
Raspberry clash, two members 
of Romulus Environmentalists 
Caring About People (RECAP) 
members Percy Lilly and Deb- 
bie Romak turned over gifts to 
the city legal fund for its battle 
against the deep well project.

Rogalle, 61, who has been 
chief judge since November 
1993, finds that his family, 
friends, old acquaintances and 
volunteers are the key to his 
re-election bid. 

Despite a hectic campaign 
battle, Rogalle said he prefers 
the judicial election system 
over appointment cycle in 
other states. “It keeps judges 
in touch with the people and 
helps us realize that we are a 
valued element in a democ- 
racy.” . • j * 

The white-haired jurist 
finds his daughters, Kara, Di- 
ana and Anne, are excellent 
campaigners and keep his en- 
ergy and enthusiasm at a high 

pitch. . 

Rogalle prides himself on 
his record of being a hard 
working judge, who runs a well 
organized courtroom and of- 
fers numerous alternative sen- 
tencing procedures to fit local 
western Wayne County needs. 

Despite running against a 




female challenger, Rogalle 
feels he has met the challenge 
by being endorsed among 
other groups, the Women Law- 
yers Association of Michigan. 

“As a sitting judge,” Rogalle 
said Monday, he knows he can- 
not make everyone happy. “I’m 
not an easy judge to come be- 
fore, but I know that my image 
shows that I am considered 
fair.” 

Rogalle said that he often 
stops to visit those on work 
programs operated through 
his court, because he wants 
those who he has sentenced to 
know he still cares. 

With the growing number of 
family and spousal abuse 
cases before him (ranging from 
15 to 18 a week), Rogalle said, 
he knows they deserve heavy 
attention. He feels that 
through his demand for in- 
tense counseling sessions, de- 
fendants and their families 
will soon show improved rela- 
tionships. 


Much of Rogalle’s campaign 
time goes to appearing before 
screening committees and he 
is proud that his record has 
lead to endorsements from nu- 
merous unions and other eth- 
nic and political groups. 

Rogalle said he feels his 
dedication and openness have 
led most to believe that the 
34th District Court is a “good 
court again, and I’m proud of 
it.” 

Prior to his taking over as 
chief judge, the 34th District 
Court was mired in a six- 
month State Police and Su- 
preme Court probe after 
$270,000 disappeared from 
court funds. 

Rogalle points to his hiring 
of a tough-minded new admin- 
istrator and the implementa- 
tion of scores of 
recommendations handed 
down by the state top court 

“We finished 1993-94 by be- 
ing $116,000 under budget and 
we expect to do it again this 
year,” Rogalle said. “We feel 
that the 34th District Court is 
fiscally responsible with 8.3 
workers per judge, compared 
to 12.6 employees per judge 
throughout Wayne County.”

Court has been the center of 
controversy following the dis- 
covery of $270,000 missing from 
court funds and subsequent 
charges of embezzlement filed 
against a former administra- 
tor, Green said she has not 
dredged up past wrongdoings 
in her campaign. 

“1 try to maintain a positive 
campaign. If people tell me 
that they are unhappy with the 
court, then I tell them to make 
their opinion known with their 


vote,” Green said. 

If elected, Green said she 
would continue to upgrade the 
“people" skills of the court em- 
ployees. 

“For many people, the only 
contact that they have with the 
judicial system is the district 
court, and we want that con- 
tact to be the best representa- 
tive of the system,” Green said. 
“People take their rights very 
seriously - as sacred - and they 
should. Not only should they 
exercise their rights in court, 
but they should be treated 
courteously and considerately 
by all staff members.” 

Green said she is conduct- 
ing the campaign without out- 
side help.

McAnally countered, “We 
don’t have any such plans 
there anymore.” 

LeDuc told the council that 
she had checked with the Ro- 
mulus School District officials 
and learned that a fence block- 
ing student access from the 
school area has been erected 

Downing said she will also 
be recommending that trucks 
removing hazardous waste 
from the site use Ecorse Road 
not Wick Road. She explained 
that such travel is deemed 
much safer for the community. 


Police Chief Robert Brown’s 
supportive letter of recent Ro- 
mulus High School School stu- 
dents’ efforts to eradicate gang 
graffiti from the city was dis- 
tributed to Romulus School 
Board members last weekend. 

The letter, originally sent to 
Mayor Beverly McAnally on 
Oct 6, had also been sent to 
Romulus High School Princi- 
pal Thomas Dolan’s office. 
Dolan in turn forwarded it to 
Superintendent Dr. William 
Bedell. 

Brown’s letter praised the 
collective action by faculty 
member Kathy Hurst, Police 
Youth Officer Rosemary Coo- 
per, student facilitator Sandy 
Schwartz and 16 students. A 
number of local businesses 
and the Romulus Beautifica- 


tion Committee also were 
cited for their contributions to 
the graffiti elimination effort. 

Brown’s letter stated 
“throughout the summer Ro- 
mulus began to experience the 
accumulation of gang graffiti 
on several privately owned 
buildings, as well as roadway 
viaducts and other places.” 

The chief said one of the key 
stategies of his department 
was to “mask or cover up the 
graffiti associated with gangs 
as swiftly as possible.” 

“Romulus High School, 
through the ‘Learn and Serve’ 
program, has a group of stu- 
dents who have selected crime 
prevention as a topic for dis- 
cussion, research and action,” 
Brown said.

City seeks 3 block grants 


Citizen activist Chuck

He also asked permission to 
play a tape recording of a re- 
cent radio broadcast with 
Mayor Beverly McAnally and 
radio personality J.P. McCar- 
thy concerning the casino gam- 
bling issue. 

But Acting Mayor pro tern 
Randolph Gear told Griffiths 
“your three minutes are up” 
shortly after the broadcast re- 
cording began. Griffiths left 


the temporary' council cham- 
bers minutes later. 

Gear heavily enforced the 
three minute rule Monday 
night. But one speaker, Debbie 
Romak, was granted an extra 
minute with the concurrence 
of all the city council mem- 
bers. 

In an unrelated matter, the 
council voted to rescind the 
placing of “Fire Lane” signs on 
Irma Street as well as plans to 
place them on Hunt Street and 
other narrow streets in that 
area of the city. 

Several Hunt Street resi- 
dents appeared at the council 
meeting to request that the 
sign plan be discontinued, 
since it would create parking 
problems for neighbors and 
force some mail boxes to be 
moved. 

Fire Chief William Green- 
slait said that the already 
posted signs would be re- 
moved this week and no other 
ones would be posted.

Efforts to obtain three block 
grants totaling $1.2 million in 
funds via the Michigan Small 
Cities Community Develop 
ment Block Grant Program 
were supported Monday night 
by the City Council. 

The largest grant sought 
($750,000) would be used to 
help fund sanitary sewers and 
new water mains along Penn- 
sylvania Road between Wahr- 
man and Wayne roads so that 
International Paper Co. of 
Moble, Ala. could construct a 
new facility in that area. 

City Community Develop- 
ment Director Jane Downing 
said the paper company hopes 
to build a 200,000 square foot 
building in Romulus and ex- 
pects to initially employ 50 


workers here. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally ad- 
mitted the firm would proba- 
bly ask for tax abatement, but 
would also likely accept some 
of the infrastructure costs. 

The second grant sought 
would be for $400,000 for the 
upgrading of Goddard Road in 
the downtown area. Downing 
said the city now favors keep- 
ing the curves on Goddard 
Road as it is reconstructed. 

The curves in the road slows 
the speed of traffic and will 
make the area frequented by 
senior citizens and children 
much safer, she said. 

The Goddard Road project 
will cost about $2.5 million, 
Downing estimated, and 
$320,000 has already been se- 
cured from federal sources. 

Another $1.8 million would 
be raised via Downtown Devel- 


opment Association bonds, she 
said. 

In addition to roadway con- 
struction, the project also 
would create new downtown 
parking areas, sidewalks, light- 
ing and other public facilities. 

The final and smallest of the 
three grants would be for 
$50,000 for a study for future 
development of south airport 
areas. 

“The city plans to use this 
planning grant to undertake a 
market study, as well as an- 
alyze the existing road and 
utility systems.” Downing said. 

Funding from this grant 
would be used to hire a major 
economic consultant to exam- 
ine market forces, she said. 
The firm would be asked to up- 
date past studies and examine 
aviation industry trends.

Resident disputes 
school closing

An angry Westland mother 
is charging that promises 
made to her and former 
Cherry Hill School District 
parents will be broken by 
Wayne- Westland School offi- 
cials if they approve the clos- 
ing of Titus Elementary School 
in Inkster. 

“I felt they made promises 
to fix and enclose the school,” 
Jill Nichols said, adding that 
there has been little upkeep 
on the building since it be- 
came a part of Wayne- 
Westland schools during the 
1986-87 school year. 

Nichols has one child that 
has been through the elemen- 
tary school and another at- 
tending fourth grade at Titus 
where Nichols has been in- 
volved for the past 10 years vol- 
unteering as a PTA member, 
lunchroom supervisor and 
class overload aid. 

“This is my second home,” 
Nichols said of one of the four 
schools being considered for 
closure. 

The other three schools in- 
clude Fischer, Stottlemyer and 
Monroe. These schools may be 
closed in an effort to save the 
district $1 million and also to 
accommodate changing to the 
middle school concept, which 
would move children from the 
sixth grade into the middle 
schools and ninth graders into 
the high schools. 

According to Nichols, the 
promised maintenance of 
Titus included carpeting, 
maintaining the exterior of the 
school and the playground and 
enclosing the outside walkway. 

“We were supposed to be 
equal. We never have been. It’s 
the old part of Westland - the 
forgotten part,” Nichols said. 
“They (district officials) always 
run out of money when Titus 
wants something done.” 

“We got two kindergarten 
rooms carpeted ... and one of 
the first grade rooms,” Nichols 
said, adding that carpeting 
makes for a quieter working 
environment by preventing 
chairs from scraping across 
the floor.

Dr. Larry Thomas said written 
documentation on the Cherry 
Hill annexation stated the 
schools would remain open for 
four years and that the schools 
have surpassed that limit.

We should all be fighting for 
one of the two schools,” 
Nichols said. 

Inkster resident Rose Car- 
ter, who has two children at- 
tending Fischer said there has 
been significant growth in the 
Fischer School attendance 
area. Carter said people are 
moving into her neighborhood, 
located south of Cherry Hill 
and east of Inkster, “right and 
left.” 

“In the eight years I’ve lived 
in this neighborhood, the pop- 
ulation has excelled,” Carter 
said. “If they close Fischer, 
people will sell their homes.” 

According to Thomas, the 
Fischer School area has had a 
diminishing population over 
the past 8 years and has just 
recently stabilized over the 
past few years.

Right now, financing is in question, teachers face hostile students, parents and school 
boards and parents have lost faith in the ability of our schools to educate our children 

Here's what we need to do 

1 . ELIMINATE TEACHER STRIKES 

We need to eliminate the threat of teachers' strikes in our school districts We can do that by 
implementing Act 312 which calls (or binding arbitration This Act has been successfully used 
for years with our professional police officers and firefighters. It requires that a neutral third 
party look at the issues and that a state fact finder determine what the district can really afford 
to pay The state chooses this person and the slate funds this expense 
While the Michigan Education Association opposes this plan, l find it to be the most equi- 
table for all involved After 22 years of successful use in this stale, Act 312 has proven to ben- 
eficial to all involved 

As a teachers' union negotiator, and as a mayor, I’ve been on both sides of the bargaining 
table I know how difficult these situations can be But we must eliminate the threat of teach- 
ers’ strikes — they are disruptive and counterproductive to all involved and cause too great a 
hardship on our students, our teachers and our communities 

2. MANDATE A CORE CURRICULUM

And we, as taxpayers, have a right to some accountability in this process Diplomas should 
not be distributed — they should be earned We should demand performance and reasonable 
standards of accomplishment before a high school diploma is awarded And we should 
demand a standard of performance for both teachers and students along the way 

Public education is the backbone of our democracy It offers the opportunity to rise out ol 
poverty Threats and intimidation have no place in this effort 

I have been accused of being a MEA puppet — even though my public stance on this issue,

School re-districting 
must be done fairly 

Few school issues stir more controversy than re-district- 
ing, and the Wayne-Westland School District is no 
exception. 

Its tentative plans to close four elementary schools and 
change the boundaries for all but one of the other schools 
has raised a f\iror in the district. 

For sentimental reasons, many students want to attend 
the school attended by their older siblings or their par- 
ents. Others wish to continue attending a neighborhood 
school where they have developed close relationships 
with fellow students and teachers. 

There is no doubt that any plan that causes upheavals 
from familiar surroundings to new facilities will not be 
well received by the students and parents in the district. 

On one hand, we applaud the school board for designing 
a plan which can save the district approximately $1 mil- 
lion in staffing, maintenance and utility costs - unpopular 
and controversial as it is. 

But, we share the concern of some residents that bound- 
aries may be influenced along racial lines, and that some 
minority areas will be hardest hit by the school closings. 

While we support cost-cutting measures by the school 
district, we hope that these steps will be taken fairly and 
those with less political clout and economic power will not 
be short changed in the re- districting process.

Due to the many changes that 
are proposed to take place in 
our district, John Glenn Audi- 
torium was filled to capacity 
with many irate parents. 

There was one particular 
person who addressed the 
School Board and sited statis- 
tics regarding ACT testing at 
Wayne Memorial High School 
versus John Glenn High 
School. Most parents in the au- 
dience were very obviously 
John Glenn district people due 
to the applause this very mis- 
informed man received. He 
stated that only four students 
in last years Wayne Memorial 
graduating class participated 
in the ACT testing whereas 
most of John Glenn seniors 
took this test. His stats were 
very obviously wrong due to 
the fact that we do have many 
students that graduate with 
honors at Wayne Memorial 
that far out-number the min- 
ute number that he quoted. 

Better than 50 percent of 
our students at Wayne Memo- 
rial take the ACT test.

To the editor: 

I am writing today in re- 
sponse to action taken by 
school administrators at Be- 
lleville High School in the 
name of discipline on Oct. 12. 

One female student, while 
on her way to a co-curricular 
activity after school, was at- 
tacked by another. The para- 


professionals the school uses 
to monitor the halls were at 
the buses, where they are also 
needed. There were no adults 
in the athletic hall, where the 
attack occurred, but there 
were students. The victim did 
not sit quietly and allow her- 
self to be beaten, she did what 
she could to defend herself. 
Still she was left with a lump 
on her head and a bruised eye. 
Both students agreed who was 
responsible for the incident, 
and she was suspended for five 
days. The victim who, by the 
way, loves school, gets very 
good grades and is active in 
school athletics (the ideal stu- 
dent), was suspended too. 

What is the message here? 
Why is it acceptable to punish 
the victim? What is required to 
be regarded a victim when you 
suffer an unprovoked beating? 
Adult witnesses? Who is re- 
sponsible for an adult pres- 
ence in student traffic areas? 
School board officials need to 
remember that they are both 
elected and the governing 
force in a school system. They 
have a responsibility to stu- 
dents and school employees to 
act as the voice of their constit- 
uents. Do parents who vote 
want this practice to continue? 

Perhaps a new code of prac- 
tice can evolve from this 
child’s bruises. School em- 
ployees could have workshops 
in conflict resolution, with 
school administrators also in 
attendance. Beef-up hall moni- 
tors. Don’t keep the good stu- 
dents who want to be in school 
out. 

The lost days of school can 
never be given back to this 
young woman. Someone owes 
her an apology, she was mistre- 
ated.

No sure bets on gambling issue 


Concerns and media cover- 
age of possible casino gam- 
bling establishments in 
Romulus are sure to grow in 
coming months, following Ro- 
mulus Mayor Beverly 
McAnally’s statement last 
week that key decisions on 
possible gaming projects are 
only about six months away. 

Talks with McAnally, City 
Community Development Di- 
rector Jane Downing and even 
Gov. John Engler in recent 
weeks give strong hints quick 
action could loom next year, if 
Engler’s gambling commission 
provides a strong recommen- 
dation for more gaming sites 
statewide and the state legisla- 
ture votes approval. 

McAnally and Downing say 
that Engler has not opened the 
door for Romulus gambling 
with any promises, but “read- 
ing between the lines of what 
he said,” McAnally said, “we 
feel he is very supportive of a 
gambling site near Metro Air- 
port as a stimulus to state tour- 
ism efforts.” 

Engler, at a recent meeting 
in the offices of the Michigan 
Community Newspapers, said 
he is anxiously awaiting the re- 
port from the gaming commis- 
sion due in a few months. 

Asked if he feels that an ad- 
visory referendum should be 
held in Romulus on the casino 
issue, Engler said “I would 
never try to tell Beverly how to 
run her city.” 

McAnally said despite a re- 
cent claim by a visiting Metro 
area clergyman that “casinos 
break all 10 Commandments,” 
she has found little across the 
board outcry against casinos 
here. 

“But," McAnally said, “the 
claim has gotten me to read 
the Bible more.” 

Downing said two issues are 
raised in her mind on the ca- 
sino issue when talking to reli-

gious persons. “First gambling 
occurs in churches today via 
bingo games and chances 
taken on various expensive 
craft items. And the second is I 
feel it is immoral not to pre- 
sent job opportunities to fu- 
ture generations.” 

McAnally said any future 
gambling site-family theme 
amusement park area would 
have to generate about $25 mil- 
lion a year for the city’s treas- 
ury to get her attention. 

It also is estimated that 
thousands of local jobs would 
be generated by local casinos 
(if approved by the legislature) 
and the spin-off businesses, 
Downing said. 

Both city leaders said they 
have already had “pow wows” 
with Michigan Native Ameri- 
can tribe representatives, for- 
mer Chrysler Corp. Chairman 
Lee Iacocco and top casino in- 
dustry leaders. 

At the same time come sur- 
vey reports that statewide vo- 
ters are opposed to the 
possible growing numbers of 
off reservation casinos. 

A recent Legalized Gambling 
as a Strategy for Economic De- 
velopment study funded by the 
Ford Foundation and the As- 
pen Institute released the fol- 
lowing conclusions: 

(1) There is no popularly- 
based movement for expan- 
sion of legalized gambling, it 
has been the result of lobbying 
by the gambling industry and 
initiatives by government offi- 
cials. 

(2) The research being relied 
upon by public officials and 
the media is often done by the 
gambling industry itself, with 


benefits usually exaggerated 
and costs understated. 

(3)States have shifted from 
the role of gambling regulator 
to that of gambling promoter. 
Regulations designed to pro- 
tect the public are being un- 
dercut and spending on 
advertising and promotion is 
increasing. 

The study also released six 
recommendations including 
(1) communities need more ob- 
jective information about eco- 
nomic and social impacts of 
gaming operations and (5) gov- 
ernments should avoid finan- 
cial dependence on gambling 
ventures. 

One observer said Detroit 
Mayor Dennis Archer visited 
several brand new baseball 
stadiums while studying the 
Tiger Stadium issue, why don’t 
McAnally and Downing visit 
cities like Cleveland and find 
out how much gambling re- 
sorts lead to their economic 
turn-arounds. 

The bottom line is that in 
the next five to 10 years Ro- 
mulus will change dramati- 
cally and development of some 
types will occur. But since top 
governmental leaders in City 
Hall and the Romulus School 
administration will be chang- 
ing in one to five years, what 
guarantee does the public 
have that any expressed eco- 
nomic security measures will 
be on-going? 

We agree with the Ford 
study that more independent 
research and talks need to be 
done. We also feel the public 
needs to speak out on the volu- 
minous issues involved in such 
growth opportunities. 

The Romulus Roman offers 
its letter to the editor page for 
such diverse views. Lack of 
using that opportunity leaves 
local governmental leaders 
with only one option and that 
is “do what you think best!”

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Vietnam Veterans honored with 
a memorial plaque, dedication

! Members of the Plymouth- 
Qanton Township Vietnam Vet- 
eran chapter were recently 
recognized for their participa- 
tion in keeping Michigan beau- 
tiful with a Canton Vietnam 
Veterans Memorial. 

; John Spencer, president of 
thp Canton Veterans Memorial 
Association, appeared in Lans- 
hrg this month on behalf of the 
group and accepted a plaque. 
The award is the first dedi- 
cated to the memorial honor 
ing 25 men. 

•The memorial group, con- 
sisting of 10 people, wanted “to 
honor and remember those 
tHat served in the armed 
forces, particularly those that 
died,” said Spencer, who re- 
searched the names of local 
soldiers. 

With assistance from the Be- 
lleville chapter, local partici- 
pants were able to dedicate 
the memorial on June 25, 1993, 
almost three years after its 
first meeting.

night of their first meeting as if 
it were yesterday. 

“We met on the night Desert 
Storm started - Jan. 16, 1991,” 
he said. 

Several local fund raisers 
and business contributions 
made the memorial possible. 
Township officials also dedi- 
cated an undisclosed amount 
of money. 

“We received help from 
Seven 11, Big Boy and Mr. Glo 
car wash,” said Spencer. “Tom 
Yack also donated a portion of 
the fund raiser.” 

The memorial displays the 
names of soldiers who were 
killed in action, listed missing 
in action or taken prisoner 
during the Civil War, World 
War II and Vietnam. Nineteen 
of the soldiers fought in the 
Civil War. three in World War 
II and three in Vietnam.

IN OUR STATE 

There's one way to create and keep jobs— and that’s to attract new and expanding businesses. Right

In the spirit of the upcoming 
holiday season, the Native 
American Indian Association 
and Michigan Indigenous Peo- 
ple are celebrating their 12th 
annual traditional pow-wow 
this weekend in Dearborn. 

According to Anne Miller, a 
member of the Detroit Indian 
Center and a Romulus resi- 
dent, “it’s a real family event” 
including traditional dances. 
Native American foods and au- 
thentic crafts. 

“People have the oppor- 
tunity to see and experience 
things they have never seen 
before,” she said. “Native peo- 
ple come from all over the 
country to participate.” 

The local pow-wow, sched- 
uled to take place on the 
campus of the University of 
Michigan-Dearborn (U ofM-D), 
is one of three traditional 
events that occur in the metro- 


Detroit area. It takes the whole 
year to plan and is historically 
well-attended, she said. 

The arena opens at noon on 
both Saturday and Sunday. Ad- 
mission for adults is $7, while 
seniors, students and children 
can enter for $4. Children 5 
and younger can enter free. 

“It’s important to include 
the public in our activities so 
they can learn what we’re 
about,” said Miller. “It’s a 
whole different culture that 
people aren’t aware of.” 

Some of the tasty treats 
spectators will find at the tra- 
ditional pow- wow include: fry 
bread, Indian tacos and buf- 
falo burgers.

Woman thanks convalescent center

Her mother died surround- 
ing by loving individuals at 
Westland Convalescent Center 
whom she can’t thank enough 
for all they have done.

Coleman recently lost her 
97-year-old mother, a five-year 
resident of Westland Convales- 
cent Center, located at 36137 
Warren Road in Westland. 

Clara Seipel had her own 
thoughts and convictions and 
she let people know about 
them, but caregivers at West- 
land Convalescent loved her 
all the same. 

“They said she was ornery,

Coleman said. 

When Seipel came down 


with pneumonia, she and her 
daughter made a firm decision 
not to put her into the hospital. 

“She didn’t want to go back 
to the hospital and I didn’t 
want her to,” Coleman said, ad- 
ding that she couldn’t take 
care of her mother, recently 
suffering from a heart attack 
herself. 

“She had rheumatic ar- 
thritis and I couldn’t lift her 
out of bed,” the 76-year-old 
daughter said. 

“The day she passed away 
there was so much love that I 


couldn’t get out of there. They 
gave me hugs and told me how 
much they missed her,” Cole- 
man said. 

Coleman said the only way 
she felt she could properly 
thank the nursing home was to 
do it publicly. 

A private funeral service 
with Coleman’s immediate 
family, including her children 
Stanley, Beverly, Phyllis and 
Brenda was conducted during 
the weekend, and Mrs. Seipel 
was buried at Grand Lawn 
Cemetery in Detroit.

Canton to receive new Episcopal church

He is a man on a mission, so 
to speak. 

Steven Rottgers ventured to 
Michigan from Virginia last 
July in hopes of starting a new 
Episcopal congregation, called 
All Saints Church. 

Born from Protestant be- 
liefs, yet linked to the Catholic 
church in its liturgical form of 
worship, Rottgers believes the 
ministry is a good in-between 
choice. 

“We’re an ideal denomina- 
tion for people of mixed mar- 
riages,” said the priest. ‘‘And 
we’re not coming in with a pre- 
conceived structure. It will be 
based on what the people 
want” 

Canton Township was se- 
lected for the new site due to 
the population increase and 
the fact that there is no Episco- 
pal church inside the towns- 
hip. The are churches in 


surrounding communities, but 
Canton was a “pocket that 
needed to be filled”, said Rot- 
tgers. 

“The diocese did a study 
and found that this was the 
ideal place,” said the man. 
“The area is made up primar- 
ily of young families with chil- 
dren.” 

The Episcopal Diocese pur- 
chased seven acres on Warren 
between Beck and Ridge 
Roads from the Roman Catho- 
lic diocese of Detroit. It could 
be some time before the place 
of worship is built, however. 

“There has been no date set 
for ground breaking,” said the 
priest. “Right now, we are fo- 
cusing on developing the com- 
munity to find their needs and 
wants.” 

Leading what he believes to 
be a true “grass-roots minis- 
try”, Rottgers is currently 
holding prayer in Tonda Ele- 
mentary School, at 46501 War- 
ren Road, beginning at 9 a.m. 


“There has been wide- 
spread interest so far,” he said 
“We’ve attracted people from 
Dearborn Heights, Livonia, 
Northville, Plymouth, Canton 
and Westland.” 

According to the priest, ev- 
eryone is welcome. 

“The new church methodol- 
ogy knows no bounds,” he said. 
“It retains the intimacy so that 
people do not feel lost in the 
masses.” 

One way to do this is to em- 
power the people by letting 
them determine how and when 
they do ministry. 

“People might decide that 
they want to form groups dur- 
ing the week (i.e. Bible study, 
fellowship, singles group),” he 
said. “The idea is that people 
will come and participate be- 
cause they want to, not be 
cause they fee! they were 
coerced.”

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Shifting gears 

Riveting details of ‘Big 3’ comeback revealed in new novel

It’s the story of the miracu- 
Lous recovery of the Big Three 
qjuto makers. 

) Pulitzer Prize journalists 
Paul Ingrassia and Joseph B. 
White have launched what is 
expected to be a best seller • 
Q omeback-The Fall and Rise of 
the American Automobile Indus- 
try. 

. ‘Comeback is an anecdotal 
and analytical account of the 
American auto industry bet- 
ween 1983 and 1993, an unprec- 
edented period of upheaval in 
which the automotive industry 
almost died, and then miracu- 
lously' revived itself. 

*' “The research for the book, 
in a sense, began in July of 
1985, my first day on the job 
here as the bureau chief of The 
Journal in Detroit,” Paul In- 
grassia said. “I saved every 
note from every interview with 
not any intention at the time of 
Writing a book. It was just all 
there.” 

2 It took only two years to 
Compile all the research and 
Interviews both journalists 
frad achieved within the last 
decade. Ingrassia and White 
go behind the scenes to recall 
the actions taken by all the ma- 
jor players within the Big 
Three. 

2 Facts are brought forth in 
the book about Chrysler’s re- 
fnarkable recovery, the board- 
foom coup that revolutionized 
general Motors and the way in 
Which a small group of middle 
fnanagers, intent on saving the 
Mustang, ended up reinvent- 
ing Ford. 

•; “The first part of the whole 
process we were doing our 
jobs and writing the book,” In- 
grassia said.

“What inspired us to write 
•the book is that as we were do- 
zing the interviews and writing 
Istories for The Journal, we real- 
ized that we were in the mid- 
dle of something that was very 
frig, and it was changing-it was 
Jhe auto industry,” White said. 
* Ingrassia and White ex- 
plained that vulnerability of 
I)etroit was dramatized during 
ihe Iranian oil embargo in 
•^979, when American car 
fruyers began rejecting gas- 
thirsty American models for 
Japan’s cheap, efficient four- 


cylinder engines. 

By mid 1980s, when the Big 
Three tried to produce smaller 
cars and couldn't match Japan 
in price or quality, the crisis 
was full-blown, according to 
the two Wall Street journalists. 

“This book is about the auto 
industry, but the themes in the 
book are much broader than 
the auto industry because it’s 
really about industrial Amer- 
ica and America’s industrial 
resurgence and reawakening 
in the last few years,” In- 
grassia said. 

“What’s happened is that 
starting from about 10 or 12 
years ago where you have a lot 
of people saying the auto in- 
dustry can’t compete, 
computer chip industry can’t 
compete, any industry you 
wanted to name people were 
saying they can’t compete,” 
White said. “What happened 
though is that people in the 
Big Three realized if you keep 
saying you can’t compete, 
that’s when you have to wake 
up and say ’We must compete 
and see what our rivals are do- 
ing to us and how they are do- 
ing it and make the changes 
that have to be made’ then you 
can compete.” 

White said that is the philos- 
ophy the Big Three adopted 
rather quickly which is why 
people are now seeing cars 
like the Dodge Neon and the 
new Mustang. 

“The message the Big Three 
realized is ‘You don’t have to 
die, you don’t have to give up,”’ 
White said. 

“One of the ironies of the 
whole tale is that people in the 
Big Three made Americans 
believe they can compete in 
the car industry against the J a- 
panese,” Ingrassia said. “They 
basically showed Detroit that 
you can take American 
workers and build great prod- 
ucts sufficiently and at high 
quality.” 

Bigger-than-life characters 
are introduced to readers in 
Comeback in a way never seen 
before including Lee Iacocca, 
Henry Ford II, Don Petersen, 
Roger Smith and Bob Lutz. 

“The other big irony is that 
this foreign invasion that 
threatened the existence of 
Detroit is what actually saved 
Detroit,” Ingrassia said. “As 
the saying goes, if the Japa- 
nese did not exist, we would

have to invent them.” 

White said the good news is 
that in the auto industry, as in 
any industry, the battle to suc- 
ceed never ends. 

“You can’t give up, quit or 
complain,” White said. 

During their research, In- 
grassia said he was surprised 
at one aspect of interviewing 
the various figure heads in the 
Big Three. 

“I covered the auto industry 
about seven years before we 
started this book, and I was 
embarrassed by how much I 
did not know,” Ingrassia said. 
“The other thing is that people 
will tell you things when 
you’re writing a book that they 
won’t tell you when you’re 
writing for a newspaper. When 
they know they aren’t going to 
see it in the paper tomorrow, 
they seem more willing to tell 
you things.” . 

After graduating from Harv- 
ard in 1979, White took his first 
reporting job with the Vineyard 
Gazette in Edgartown, Mass. 
From 1982 to 1986 he covered 
government and growth issues 
as a reporter for the St. Pe- 
tersburg Times in Florida. 

He later covered the Con- 
necticut legislature for the 
Connecticut Law Tribune. In 
1987. White moved to The Wall 
Street Journal as a reporter in 
the Detroit bureau. He became 
the deputy bureau chief in 
1990. During his years in De- 
troit, he focused on covering 
the upheaval at General Mo- 
tors. 

After achieving his master’s 
degree in 1973 from the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, Ingrassia 
worked for the Lindsay- 
Schaub newspaper group in 
Decatur, II before joining The 
Wall Street Journal in Chicago 
in 1977. Beginning in July 1985 
he spent nine years with The 
Journal in Detroit as bureau 
chief and later senior editor. 

In April, 1993, Ingrassia and 
White were awarded a Pulitzer 
Prize for their coverage of the 
management turmoil at Gen- 
eral Motors Corp. during 1992.
